A Million-Dollar Theft 


Is of No Consequence? 


There have been a lot of excuses given 
by those anxious to evade congressional 
investigations, but Gov.

Protect Rights of Way

New College, which was a slum 
when I was there, now houses one 
of the finest schools of pharmacy 
in the South. Old College, which in 
1930 hadn’t been swept since my 
grandsire’s. day, keeps its mellow 
look of age and dignity but inside 
it has been remodeled into hand- 
some modern offices.

I used to pass occasionally a sign which said 
that the surrounding area was such and such a 
number of feet ‘“‘Below Sea Level.”

In my time, only the best-trav- 
eled paths were paved. Now walk- 
ways run everywhere, Not that the 
kids today have to use them much. 
It used to be that maybe one stu- 
dent out of 100 had his own car 
and it was usually a venerable 
T-model. Now from the looks of 
the packed parking lots, only one 
or two out of 100 don’t own 

tomobiles. And they aren't jalop- 
ies, either. 

There are, of course, a few old 
familiar eyesores. Woodruff Hall 
still stands, a shabby old barn as 
always, but held in deep affection 
by many of us who wore our first 
tuxedo there and danced to Ozzic 
Nelson’s music. 

In all ways, the University has 
grown with the passing years. For- 
tunately the calibre of the teaching, 
my intellectual friends tell me, has 
kept pace with its physical growth. 
There is a great cultural ferment 
there, and interest in the things of 
the mind and the spirit I remem- 
ber as glowing but dimly in 
my day. The athletes and those 
geniuses who could make up a 
batch of homebrew that wouldn't 
turn you green were the heroes of 
my time, and a Kappa Beta Phi 
was a bigger man on the campus 
than a Phi Beta Kappa, 

The University is obviously, in 
ali respects, a greater school than 
it was 25 years ago. And the stu- 
dents, I strongly suspect, are quiet- 
er, steadier, more serious minded 
and mature men than their fathers 
were, I hope so, anyhow. 


Being a 


preacher I used to read the words in a homiletical fashion, of course, 
which means that the geographical language took on for me a 
spiritual meaning. The words, ‘‘Below Sea Level,’’ became for me 
something of a parable of modern life. 


When a person lives in a sub- 
Christian way, he lives below the 
level of life which God ordered for 
his life, To live, figuratively speak- 
ing, in a gutter is to live below 
the elevation of men created as 
sons of God. 

Sometimes men of great creative 
talent, men of extraordinary abil- 
ity, live at a spiritual level which 
no dog would sink to. There is in 
their lives no lack of skill but 
there is a lack of character. 

Upton Sinclair has written a 
book called “Cup of Fury.” In it 
he describes the lives of many 
men of genius who have squan- 
dered their God-given talents 
through _ undisciplined living 
and particularly through alcohol- 
ism. It is a sad and sordid story 
of low-level living. 

Some folks build their lives by 
split-level blueprints. A poet once 
described his feet as being solidly 
fixed on the earth while his mind 
aspired to the heavens. I like the 
suggestion he makes. 

We cannot split our lives between 
God and Mammon, between the 
flesh and the spirit. Split-level liv- 
ing in any spiritual sense of the 
word is impossible. A.choice con-

servations to be set forth. This advice is being of-

: Here, based on personal obser- 
vation, are some rules for those 
hook-wetters who rarely bring 
back anything: 

1. Get to the lake the day be- 
fore.

“You should have’ been here yes- 
terday; man; they were really 
biting! Old man Thompson—you 
know him—pulled a 89-pound bass 
out of here yesterday.”’

One of the 
saddest exchanges ever heard by 
the inexpert fisherman goes some- 
thing like this:
